my children: being moreoveran elder in the 
church, I feel desirous to know what to teach 
my children, and che word. I have hereto- 
fure been very ecrupulous about these matters, 
with regard to this thing, some being for, and 
tom © egainet the principle I wish Sir, not to 
be superstitioue, but to know what is right and

P. S. If the prophet could spare time, and 
would favor us with his views on the subject, 
I should feel highly gratified. 


In answer to the above, if our opinion is con- 
sidered worth any thing, we are free to give it- 

We have always considered that there exis- 
ted on the minds of the religious community, a 
great deal cf unnecessary superstition in rela- 
tion to dancing, but perhaps this feeling is en- 
gendered more rough other associttions and 
evils connected With it, than from the thing 
itself. There certainly can be no harm in dan- 
cing in and of itself, as an abstract prineiple, 
but like all other athletic exercises, it has a 
tendency to invigorate the system and to pro- 
mote health. Gymnastic exerciscs were con- 
sidered as necessary in former days as any 
other part of tuition, and in Englend, and oth- 
er parts of Europe, they have been revived of 
late, and are considered beneficial; and even in 
America, in the east, we haye aceounts of 
gymnastic 6xgmpises being introduced, and prac- 
need even by the ladies ;—wrestling, running, 
climbing, dancing, or any thing that hes a 
tendency to circulate the blood is not injurious, 
but must rather be considered beneficial to the 
human system, if pursued in modefation.— 
Therefore, looking at dancing merely ss an 
athletic exercise, or as something having a 
tendency to add to the grace and dignity of 
man, by enabling him to have a more easy and 
graceful attitude, certainly no one could ob- 
ject to it. So much then fordancing asa sei- 
ence. 

We find by referring to the scriptureg that 
dancing was not ooly tolerated, but practiced 
as a religious rite in olden times. In the se- 
cond book of Samuel, vi chapter, 13th and 14th 
verses, we have an account of.a doy of. rejoic- 
ing. When the ark of God was brought trom 
the house of Obededom to the city of David 
with gladness we read; and it was so, that 
when they that bare the ark of the Lord had 
gone six paces, he sacrificed oxen and fatlings, 
end David danced before the Lord with all his 
might; and David was girded with a linen 
epkod.” Here Wie a man of God engaged on 
one of the most solemn religious exerciags, and 
dancing was one prominent pert of the gere- 


mony. We find also by a reference to the 
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2let chapter of Judges, that when the children 
of Benjamin had sinned‘against God, and had 
beén nearly destroyed, and their ives and 
children cut off, that they made use of a 
stratagem, in order that they might obtain more 
wives, and went to Shiloh, where there was a 
yearly feast of the Lord; and where the daugh- 
ters of Shiloh came forth in the dance. 

Atthe time that the Lord delivered the chil- 
dren of Israel out of the hands of the Egyptians, 
“Miram, the prophetess, sister of Aaron, took 
a timbrel in her hand, and all the women went 
out after her with timbrels and with dances. And 
Miram answered them, sing ye to the Lord, 
for he has triumphed gloriously, the horse and 
his rider hath he thrown into the sea; Exo., 
xv; 18. Ia all of the above instances, it was 
adopted for the purpose of celebrating the 
praise of God. Such was the case with David 
on his return from slaying Goliah: “Did they 
not sing ene to another, of him in dances, 
saying, Saul hath slain his thousand, and Da- 
vid his ten thousand; Ist Samuel, xxi; 11.— 
When Jepthah had gained a signal victory 
over the Ammonites, his daughter came out 
to meet him with timbrels, and with dances,” 
and David, in speaking of Israel, says: Let 
them praise his namein the dancg; let them 
sing praises unto him with timbrale and harp.’ 
From the whole of the above, it 1s very evident 
that dancing was always used asa part of the 
service of God, and not as an idle recreation; 
and that it was generally practiced to eelebrate 
some signal victory, some remarkable deliver- 
ance, or on some particular days of religious 
festivity or rejoicing; and Jeremiah in speak- 
ing of the blessings that sha‘! flow to his people 
in the laet days, looks at it in this point of 
view, and 9 Then shall the virgin rejoice 
in the dance, both young men and old togethers 
for i will turn their mourning into joy, and 
will comfort them, and make them rejoice 
from sorrow. 

This then, is the kind of dancing spoken 
of in the ecriptures, and if we areasked 
what ougyiews are concerning dancing, we 
can on! @iigswer, that they are just such asthe 
scriptures det forth, and when we can see such 
a dance, we shall join in it heartily.. We do 
not consider that the dancing that is now prac- 
ticed is tkind. We neverheard God's 


name nor his glory exalted in any 
of them. do we {think that there is the 
least degire to «glorify God in the dancing of 


the present day. So far then as the dancing 
that is now practised ie concerned; we do not 
believe that it ie a scriptural dancing; or the 
thing that wae practised in former days, and 


benefit mankind. ‘gh abstract 
we stated before, we have no objdéetions to it; 
but when it leuds people into bad company and 
causes them to keep untimely hour it has a 
tendency to enervate and weaken the: - system, 
and lead to profligate and intemperate habits: 
And so far ds it does thie, so far it is injurious 
to society, and corrupting to the more’s of 
youth. Solomon says tat there isa time to 
dance :” but that time is not at eleven or twelve 
o'clock at night, nor at one, two, three or four 
o’clock in the morning. 2

Exprx Wooprurr— 

Dear Sir: It is not with an ordinary degree 
of satisfaction that I embrace the present oppor- 
tunity of writing a few lines to you, to let you 
know where I am and whatI am doing. I left 
home on the 12th of August last; came down 
the river to Vicksburg; travelled into the coun- 
ty about forty miles; preached a few times; was, 
taken very ill, and remained unable to preach 
for about four weeks. Ithen got betterand be- 
gan to preach as soon as I felt able. In compa- 
ny with Elders Hewet and Gully, I started fer 
Alabama, travelled about 140 miles and came 
into Kemper county, whereI am now. The 
weather being rainy, and the waters high, we 
commenced preaching the everlasting gospel. 
Lar ngregations turned out to hear and ma- 
ny — — to believe. The waters still con- 
tinued high and I continued to preach in this and 
the adjoining counties, until I, with the help of 
my brethren, have succeededin organizing two 
branches of the church consisting of 6 and 7 
members.

ANCIENT EGYPT. 

The last of the course of Mr. Gliddon’s lec- 
tures om Ancient Egypt was delivered before 
the Lowell institute of Boston on Friday even- 
jag. It was (says the Transeript) on the 
cabit,” and existence of a perfeet system of 
authentic measures in Egypt in the times be- 
fore the pyramids, and, os he thought, even 
prior te the days of mathematical ecience— 
sceval with hand of our first father Adem! 

“The primitive sources of all ancient or mod- 
ern metrical systems were application of differ- 


our ideas of length. . Giiddon said that the 
‘adoption of the hands end feet as meseures bad 
probably been taught by Miaraim to his Egyp- 
tian children, more thaw 1,000 yeare before 
Cadmus, Sr 2000 before Romulus, with refer- 
ence to Greece and Rome. la factylike- the-art 
of writing, (which, in his public charaetere, 
the lecturer shows to have exjsted before Noah) 
he carries the cubit also back into antedilavisng, 
periods qu the command in the 5th verse 
of the 6th ter of Genesie, with reference to 
the ark of “gophir wood.” And this is the 
fashion which thou shalt make it of; length of 
the ark shall be 300 cubits, the breedth of it 60 
cubits, and the height of it 30 cubits. 

‘-Gliddon proceeded to show the cubit in the 
hieroglyphical writings, and its phonetic siga 
with regard to the cubit, or human arm from 
elbow to end of middle finger; and also its ex- 
istence in the modern Coptie and Hebrew lan- 
| guage, as derived from the Egyptian pictorial 
symbol. The Egyptians had two gubits—tho 
royal and the common. An arm, or common 
cubit, is exactly two spans of the hand, of six 
handsbreadth or palms, or twenty-four digits; 
and thus we have the cubits. The royal cubit 
is an erm and one palm. 

The lecturer presented a ‘‘fac simile” of an 
ancient Egyptian mason’s rule, the original of 
which was found among the ruins of the Propy- 
lea of Karnac. One of the pylons (or gateways) 
had been erected by Pharoah Hor, of the ipth - 
dynasty, B. C. 1661; and during the process of 
some workmen whe (after the outer-easing, by 
the Pasha’s oiders, had been b!own off with 
gunpowder, in 1839) were employed to remove 
some of the interior blocks, a seeming stick 
was picked ap by an Arab laborer. This hac 
fallen between the stones on the first building of 
the structure, and being covered up with ma- 
sonry, had remained where it first fell 3,500 
years before. 

„& French gentleman Mons. Prisse, an 
nent hierologist and professional architect, then 
residing at Thebes, was present, ond found it 
to be a mason’s rule, marked off into divisions 
and subdivisions. He purchased the ueeful 
relic, and, having shown it to many a scientific 
gentleman, he ceded it to A. C. Harrie, Eag. of 
Alexandrie, in whose collection it now ie, Mr. 
Gliddon exhibited a precise copy of this meas- 
nre, its exaetly length being three feet five 
inches and three-tenthe, divided into fourteen 
compartments, with subdivisions.- With this
